Our work is so much leas formidable than 
this, and our materials are s0 much more 

that it will be a shame to us in- 
deed if we do it in a faltering fashion or to an 
ineffectual reault. 

Of the thousands who must be helped through 
the sharp straits of the next six months, a 
very great majority are persons perfectly com- 
petent to help themselves if they can find the 
opportunity of doing so. For them, then, we 
must provide work. If New-York were Paris, 
ahd Mayor Woop were indeed the Naro.zon 
he fancies himself to be, thia might be done in 
the twinkling of an eye. For the whole City 
needs to be paved, and almost all ite public 
buildings need to be rebuilt; ite docks are yot 
to be laid out, and ite wharves are a mischiev- 
ous myth. Simply to do for this commercial 
metropolis ef the western world the work 
which is needed te make it a decently and 
comfortably habitable City, would be to furnish 
all and more than al} the unemployed laborers 
among us with profitable occupation for the 
whole of the coming year. But New-York is not 
Paris, and Mayor Woop is not the third Na- 
PoLzon, and we must drop the imaginative 
desirable with a sigh to take up the really 
practicable. The governments of the State 
and the City, then, have it intheir power te .re- 
lieve a large number of able-bodied workmen 
and inteDigent mechanics in the most honor-

Of course, after all means of lifting those 
who are muscular enough to move. when lift- 
ed have been tried, there will still remain: a 
great weight of helpless and inert persons to 
be positively carried by us through the Winter. 
It is impossible in our present limits to dis- 
cuss the most judicious means of aiding these: 
They must be aided—for the policy of antiqui- 
ty which gave every man a lien upon the 
wealth of the State is sublimely reaffirmed and 
reinforced by the law of Christianity in all 
modern States—and public charity is an irre- 
pressible instinct. as wellas an inevitable in- 
cident of our civilization. ._But public charity 
must’ be organized. We cannot leave 
the distresses of - the coming Winter 
to the help of hap-hazard sympathies. 
Whether we shall revive that modification of 
the French Mont-de-Pieté which was so suc- 
cessful here about thirty years ago under the 
management of the late Nicno.as ‘Dean, as 
the “Lombard Association,” and go adapt’ the 

“ Loan-Fund” system to our national character 
and our local necessities, is a question worth 
pondering. While we are settling it, however, 
‘the trouble ‘wilt be growing,-and the beat thing 
to be done ‘at the moment ig to’ contribute, 
each of us according bo his power, to ‘the .ex- 
isting charitable ‘societies. : Let . the. handaof- ‘ 
an” the -abinoders Wo? the’ City be forthwith - 
filled. For: before’ the belis of the December 
midnight . shall ring out this now dying -year, 
the distress-for ‘which we plead will be plain | 
to the blindest, and the dangers on which we 
forbear to dwell ‘will be thrilling the most - 
selfish among us. 


Another Dictatorship in Mexico. 

Some important changes may be expected 
to.take place, within a brief period, in the | 
political condition of Mexico. The citizens of . 
that unfortunate Republic have proved them- 
selves to be unfit for self-government, and the 
few liberal and enlightened men that the 
country possesses, are now strongly in favor 
of a Dictatorship. Even under the wise ad- 
ministration of President Comonrorr, with full 
constitutional liberty to all, a most deplorable 
state of things continues to exist. By last 
accounts we were informed that the insur- 
gents of Colima had deliberately shot Don 
Manvzi A.vaszz, Governor of that place, 
while endeavoring to assert the supremacy of 
the law and restrain the violence of .a brutal 
mob. In the south, affairs were even less en- 
couraging. There had been nocommunication 
for a month between the capital and Acapulco, 
in consequence of the war with divers banis 
of guerrilla inéurgente—men who, under the 
humbug of getting up a pronunciemento, band 
themselves together to rob, murder, and de- 
stroy. Even that old patriot, Joaw Atvanzz— 
that bitter opponent of Sawra Ana, who has 
grown gray in the service of his country, and 
who was one of the first to unfurl the flag of 
independence among the hills of Guerrero— 
has been obliged once more to take up arms, 
and he himself, the great insurgent in times 
past, is now engaged, at the age of seventy- 
five, in punishing domestic traitors. Through- 
out the whole of Mexico we hear of petty in- 
surrections, which are synonomous with rob- 
bery and murder, and other depredations, 
committed with the utmost impunity by 
organized hordes.of banditti.. This absence of 
all lawful restraint and authority has reached 
‘such a point, that; unless some measures of 

are swiftly taken by- the Govern- 
ment, Mexico:can no longer be classed among 
civilized nations.
